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High school 
bond issue set 
for Nov. 8 vote

Residents of the Granite City 
school district will decide the 
fate of Granite City High School 
on Noy. 8. 

On Tuesday night, the Granite 
City ‘School Board unanimously 
approved a resolution calling for 
a §12-~million.bond issue to 
appear_on the Nov. 8 ballot. Pro- 
ceeds from the bond sale would 
be used for renovation and resto- 
ration of the 67-year-old facility. 

The bond issue would be 
repaid over a 20-year period by 
continuing an existing property 
tax of 34 cents per $100.-of 
assessed valuation for the dis- 
triet’s -working cash fund. That 
tax is currently being used to 
retire old debt that will be 
repaid in December. 

The referendum will read as 
follows: 

“Shall the Board of Education 
of Granite City Community Unit 
School District Number 9, Madi- 
son County, Illinois, alter and 
repair the Granite City Senior 
High School building and issue 
Wonds of said school district to 
the amount of $12,000,000 for said 

se?”’.

If the ballot question fails, that 
tax levy would disappear. 

“The facility, aesthetically and 
educationally, is in dire need of 
renovation and restoration,” said 
Superintendent Steve Balen. 

He cited overcrowding and 
deterioration in the present 
building as the main reasons the 
renovation\is needed. 

“] think a walk-through of the 
high school will demonstrate the 
need to renovate and restore it,” 
Balen‘said. 

Electrical problems — related 
to the existence of much of the 
original wiring installed in 1927 
— deteriorating roofs and leaky 
ceilings, lockers that are so bad- 
ly damaged that they will no lon- 
ger close, restrooms that are not 
handicapped accessible, rotting 
window frames and dangerous 
sidewalks are among the items 
that need attention. 

Balen said that the district has 
“a rare Spportunity to raise $12 
million without raising the prop- 
erty tax rate. 

Board_member Jeff Parker 
suggested that the district open 
the building to the public some- 
time in October and make tours 
and architectural plans available 
to show the need and the pro- 
posed remedy.

The head of a priest abuse survival group has calied for Belle- |; 
ville Diocese Bishop Wilton Gregory to fire his vicar general, |,: 
Father James Margason. ite 

“For the sake of Peterson’s victims and others abused by Belle- |. 
ville Diocesan priests, and for the sake of St. Teresa’s parishio- 
ners, I strongly urge you to restore some hope to Belleville abuse 
victims by firing Father James Margason,” David Clohessy wrote. |. 

Clohessy, national president of SNAP (Survivors Network of }- 
those Abused by Priests), said Margason failed to immediately 
remove Father Louis Peterson, a priest accused of sexual abuse, 
and provide therapy for an alleged victim of the abuse. 

Peterson voluntarily left his ministry at St. Teresa Parish in 
January after allegations of sexual misconduct arose. The move 
left parishioners shocked, and support for him has continued. 

- The alleged abuse occurred more recently than in other cases, 
which made it open to criminal prosecution. But State’s Attorney 
Bob Haida announced in February he was dropping the-investiga- 
tion because of. ‘‘insufficient evidence to prove a criminal charge.” 

Margason was not in Monday and could not be reached. 

Bishop Gregory’s secretary said if he responds to Clohessy's 
letter, it will be directly to Clohessy and not the media. 

“He has no comment at this point,’’ said Sister Joyce Ann. 

In a letter to Gregory, Clohessy said Gregory allowed ‘‘vulnera- 
ble kids” to be around ‘Peterson for five months after the initial 
abuse was reported. 

He cited a lie detector test that Peterson allegedly failed, a 
hospital expert's report that found the victim’s behavior consistent 
with sexual assault, an Illinois Department of Children and Family 
Servicesreport which supports the accusation and a let 
the state’s attorney saying that ‘‘children may be at 
Peterson were allowed to stay in the diocese.

Expenses still rising from flood’ 


While last summer’s floodwaters have receded, work to repair 
damages associated with the Flood of ’93 continues in Granite 
City and: Venice. 

As many as 50 of 57 sanitary sewer breaks in Granite City 
during the past year may have been related to high groundwater 
associated with the flood, authorities say. 

The Federal Emergency Management Agency has said it will 
reimburse up to 90 percent of the costs associated with repairs to 
sewer lines damaged by the flood. So far, the city has expended 
$1,281,827 on repairs to 27 of the failed sewer lines. 

‘That figure could climb to more than $1.5 million, In Venice, at 
least 10 sewer breaks have been identified as flood-related. 
FEMA has appropriated more than $350,000 for repairs to those 
lines, including $334,029 to reconstruct a sewer main near Fourth 
Street.

-The Madison. County Board hasn’t even taken a vote on 
creating a health department and already board members 
are jockeying to protect their turf. 

In a meeting last week, County Board member Dick 
Worthen cautioned that while he supports the creation of a 
health department, he’ll fight to prevent the gutting of the 
county Environmental Control Office, which he oversees as a 
committee. chairman. 

Worthen is justly proud of that office’s track record, 
particularly in the area of solid waste disposal, which he has 
made this personal crusade. 

Worthen says he will not oppose transferring the monitor- 
ing of wells and sewage system inspections from Environ- 
mental Control to a health department but will resist giving 
up any other: functions. He also expressed fears that the 
board’s Environmental Control Committee could be disman- 
tled in the process of transferring duties. 

We wonder, however, if relinquishing some functions to a 
health department might not actually enhance other offices’ 
ability to do their jobs. 

While we understand Worthen’s concern, we hope he and 
other board members will not let turf battles get in the way of 
the valuable services that can be offered county residents by 
a health department.

A place to ride 


Gateway Stables busy with horses, campers

For young people, summer 
vacation is normally a time for 
swimming and baseball. However, 
several area young ple spent the 
summer with something different — 
horses. 

Gateway Stables was the place to 
be for these hopeful jockeys. 
Gateway is located at 3514 Lake 
Drive, Pontoon Beach, and it is a 
place which owner Kelly Arnold 
says-is-for-horse-lovers-or,-in her___ 
other words, ‘‘stable people.’’ 

Arnold holds four summer camps 
at Gateway Stables. This summer, 
beginning camps were scheduled 
for June 20-24, July 7-8 and Aug. 
1-7,-with an intermediate camp ‘July 
18-22. 

Beginning camp teaches 
inexperienced riders about bridling, 
grooming and riding. 

Arnold said intermediate camp is 
“for those who are doing the best, 


“ those who have been here the 


longest, the hard-core kids. These 
(all of whom happen to be) girls 
also help with the beginning 
camps.’ 
‘Arnold got the ‘‘camp’’ idea when 
she helped with a Girl Scout 
rogram in 1992. She was hired 
From April to July to help set up a 
program and make trails. 
__After_that, she came back to 
© Gateway Stables, which she had 
° opened in 1990, and started her own 
* camp program. She said camp 
expan led last year, and this year it 
is in full swing. 
All different kinds of kids attend 
« eamp, according to Arnold. They 
» are from Collinsville, Edwardsville, 
Wood:River, Granite City and the 
S surrounding area. 
Hers is almost the only site 
‘around for learning English riding. 
She also mentioned that, when 
_-youngsters like it, they often come 
‘back for further lessons or just to 
help out around the barn. 
She said many times, at the 
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beginning camp, “‘horse-crazy kids 
who really: like horses attend, but 
then they find out how_much work 
the horses are. Some do come back, 
but some don’t.’ 

Arnold is trying to get permission 
to put an accessory building on her 
property to use as a classroom and 
storage building. 

“We need a classroom. A TV and 
VCR would be ruined in a barn with 
all the dust, but that’s one of the 
best teaching aids. They can see 
how they look when they’re riding,” 
she-said: ---— 7 mas 

Arnold also hopes to build an 
indoor arena, or at least a covered 
arena, at Gateway Stables. ‘“That 
way, we’ll have someplace to go 
when it’s raining,”’ she said. 

Jaree Bruehl, 14, of Hamel is a 
regular at Gateway Stables and 
took beginning camp two 

Now, she is an intermediate rider. 
About the camp, she said, ‘‘It’s fun. 
We learn a lot. We learn how to 
groom horses for shows, wrap their 
legs for protection, look for injuries 
and teach lessons. And, Kelly’s 
great.”” 

Jaree added that some of the 
intermediate camp goers are 
helping a boy with cerebral palsy 
learn how to ride. 

She said she loves the stables and 
visits them all year, including the 
winter, when people sometimes ride 
bareback in the aisles. ‘‘I try to 
spend my. summers here,” she 
added. 

Christina Mangi of Granite City, 
13, is also at the stables ‘‘almost 
every day.”’ 

Lana Fourdyce, 13, of 
Edwardsville mentioned a horse 
show that many of the camp goers 
recently attended and even 
competed: The show was in 
Edwardsville and was sponsored by 
‘The Trailblazers, a saddle club. 
Gateway Stables took 10 horses.

While the fate of improve- 
ments needed at. the Madison 
County Jail is being debated in 
the State Legislature, an over- 
haul of the Madison County 
Juvenile Detention Home is 
about halfway complete, officials 
said. 

Detention Home Superinten- 
dent Steven Bowker said the 25- 
year-old building did not meet 
fire codes or Illinois Department 
of Corrections standards, and 
would be a magnet for lawsuits 
without. extensive repairs and 
renovation. 

“When this building _-was 
opened in 1969 it met all the nec- 
essary codes, but things have 
changed a lot since then,’”’ Bowk- 
er said. ‘‘The Department of 
Corrections and (Tilinois) Attor- 
ney General’s Office gave us an 
ultimatum to get up to code or 
we could have faced a lawsuit.” 

Violations include: the building 
has a poor ventilation system, 
does not contain proper restroom 
facilities and does not have a 
sprinkler system, just to name a 
few. 

Original plans were to start 
from scratch and build a new 
detention home, 
but a $4 million bond referen- 
dum in April 1993 to finance the 
new building failed by a narrow 
margin. County Board members 
decided instead of replacing the 
building to repair ‘it, and 
approved $1.3 million for the job 
from the County’s General Fund. 

County Director of Buildings 
and Lands Marty Siglock said 
construction began April 30 and 
is expected ‘to be completed by 
Jan. 1. 

Renovations will include more 
than doubling the number of

Fast passenger rail plan picks.up speed 


Studies of a proposed high- 
speed passenger rail system 
between St. Louis and Cl go, 
with a stop in Alton, are expec- 
ted to get back on track in Sep- 
tember. 

Consultants’ proposals for a 
$3.1. million environmental 
impact study are being 
reviewed, said Jerry Eisenberg 
of the Illinois Department of 
‘Transportation. 

Bisenberg said a decision on 
picking the new consultant is 
expected by September. IDOT is 
also expected to start by then'a 
re-evaluation of corridor grade 
crossings that would have to be 
closed or upgraded with protec- 
tion devices. . 

An earlier consultants’ study 
_in January suggested closing 
nearly two-thirds of the cross- 
ings along: the Amtrak route 
between Carlinville and Hart- 
ford. 

The busiest of those crossings 
proposed for closing, Pearl 
Street in Godfrey, is used by an 
estimated 3,900 vehicles per day. 
Several Godfrey residents and 
village officials demanded it be 
kept open. 

Godfrey officials and police 
and fire departments as well a 
those in other communities 
where crossings would have to 
be changed for, high-speed rail_. 
will be contacted starting next 
month, Eisenberg said. 

“We will-try to work out 
arrangements acceptable to all,” 
he said. 

‘The final recommendations on- 
crossings will be part of the 
environmental impact study, 
Which Eisenberg said “could 
take-two-years-to complete.” 

A $1 million feasibility study 
released in May concluded that

For fall hunters, summer 
‘is right time to prepare 


By Bill Seibel

The fall hunting catalogs are 
arriving. As usual, these get 
chunked in the corner to be 
checked out later. 

After all, who can think about 
hunting when the temperature is 
still in the 90s. More important- 
ly, why do today what can be 
put off until next week or next 
month? 

This is the typical reaction we 
have to such thoughts: But the 
truth is that the time to start 
preparing for your fall hunts is 
now. For many good outdoors- 
men, we're already a month or 
so late. 

Any sport takes preparation 
and practice. Hunting is one that 
takes more than its share of 
both. However, many American 
hunters tend to let things slide 
until the last possible moment. 
For example, shooting is some- 
thing like riding a bicycle — 
once you learn, you always 
remember how. * 

However, to become a_ good 
shot, you must first study the 
techniques of shooting the vari- 
ous types of firearms. Then you 
must practice, practice, practice 
those techniques. 

But most of us don’t do that. 
The average deer hunter will 
wait until something in the first 
or second week of November 
and then maybe head for the 
shooting range with a trusty 
rifle. There, he'll fire a couple of 
rounds at 25 yards and a couple 
more at 100 yards, hit the bul- 
lseye (maybe!) and declare him- 
self ready to go deer hunting. 

Contrarily, the good hunter 
already has his: rifle sighted in 
and knows exactly what loads 
he’s going to shoot. He'll make a 
trip to the range once or twice a 
week to practice shooting from 
various positions. Unfortunately, 
shooting from a bench rest isn’t 
the greatest of practice because 
we seldom have one on a deer 
stand. I've yet to have a deer 
walk out exactly 100 yards. away, 
either. 

The same goes for archery 
shooting, shotgun shooting, hand- 
gun sboolng or whatever. 

We also do the samé thing to 
ourselves with clothing and 
equipment. More than once, I've 
waited until the last second to go 
shopping for a certain piece of 
equipment, only to find it sold

out. Others didn’t wait until the 
last second. 

Boots, coveralls, socks, 
Jongjohns, belts, knives, axes, 
other tools, winter camping 
equipment, gloves, caps, vests, 
ammunition. —~ all of the stuff 
you jammed .into a corner or 
onto a shelf at the end of last 
year’s hunting season should be 
pulled out now. 

Clean everything. Check the 
leather goods for dry rot as well 
as cuts and tears. Check knives, 
axes and similar equipment for 
rust and sharpness. It’s nasty to 
have to sit up an extra hour the 
night before the deer season 
opens, sharpening your knife 
because you know you’re going 
to score in the morning. 

Camping equipment, tarps, 
ropes and all of the other gear 
also should be checked carefully. 
Clean it and make sure it is all 
ready to go. 

The great advantage of doing 
this now is that you’ll have time 
to replace that which needs 
replacing — if any of it does. 
And if you’re like me, there’s 
always something or other that 
needs replacing — or improving. 

One big thing everyone always 
wants to put off. until the last 
minute is a Hunter Education 
class. In Missouri, anyone born 
on or after Jan. 1, 1967, must 
have state Hunter Education 
certification to purchase a fire- 
arms bunting permit. In Tllinois, 
first-time teenage hunters are 
required to go through a Hunter 
Education course before hunting. 

Every state has different 
rules. In Colorado, anyone born 
after Jan. 1, 1949, must be Hunt- 
er Ed certified. If you’re going 
out of state, check on the rules 
of the place you're going. 

Being prepared makes you feel 
better abotit yourself as’a hunt- 
er. If you’ve practiced, you'll 
know your limitations. 

All of this results in you being 
a better hunter — and it usually 
js the better hunters. who have 
success. And that is what the 
game is all about.
